On the 
examination of tho many crystal forms 
of cnlcito and s I m Illuminera In observ- 
ers were<rirst led to lielleyo thut crystal 
form was only due to accident loiter 
observers ironi tho examination of 
crystals nf such MiibHtanccs as' arsen- 
ates and phosphates of ammonium and 
sodium were led to conclude that sub- 
stances or similar chemical constitution 
wore identical In crystalline form — 
•henco tlio term isomonphysm.

gations she has assumed as one of tho 
: members of tho League. 
J Those who have heard Mr. Rowell 
jon previous occasions consider him 
an earnest and convincing speaker and 
I j will appreciate hearing him again. 
I He has many political opponents 
; amongst the students at McGill, and 
it is to be hoped that thcBc will not 
'miss tiro opportunity of hearing the 
man whose political actions have bad 
•much to do with the brcnlting down of 
hm old strictly party lines in Cana- 
dian politics. 



The date for filing applications for 
the C.O.T.C. Infantry Courses and tho 
Special Courses df .Military Instruction 
has been extended to January 3,8th, 
but name oi applicants should bo 
handed in as soon as possible to en- 
able those In charge to uiako proper 
arrangement». Up to the present tho 
numbers applying fqr the Infantry 
Courses exceed (hose for the Special 
Courses. 

Tho present unsettled Htale of the 
world warranta Old McGill keeping 
uer hand in and in commencing Its 
military activities McGill has given 
the leod to the other universities. 
The present programme shows she is 
well away to a good start, and tho 
Special Courses have been enthusi- 
astically received and approved by the 
Military Authorities. * . 

As a result of the war it was felt 
that tho C.O.T.C. In addition to trop- 
ins; officers for Infantry should extend 
Its activities along more technical and 
specialists lino in an endeavor to train 
men for branchof of tho service close- 
ly allied with their university educa- 
tion. To do thifl, technical training 
staffs, equipment and other facilities 
were required and could not be pro- 
vided until next year. However, it 
was realized that thero was much val- 
uable information of great military 
value in many minds which had best 
be refreshed and crystalled before It 
was forgotten, accordingly It was de- 
cided for th^joresent flosslon^ to con- 
fine the activities -to shorr coursés ^of 
eight lectures In the various subjects. 
In addition, these coursos will main- 
tain the military Interest of all un- 
dergraduates of all ranks who serevd 
overseas, and for others who have 
not seen service and. who have not tho 
time for the Infantry Course there is 
an pxcellent opportunity of acquiring, 
a general knowledge of Canada's Big 
War Machine. 

One or more courses may be select- 
ed. The subjects will bo on different 
nights and lectures will be given once 
a week between 5 p.m. and 6 p.m for 
a period of eight weeks. More pro- 
minent and efficient lecturers have 
seldom been grouped together. Brigs. - 
General and Colonels figure promin- 
ently. All are authorities In their 
subjects and all have sorved with dis- 
tinction. 

Tho arrangement of the lectures is 
such that within the lime available the 
important features of each subject 
will be covered. The information 
given and the "principles taught will 
be based on the metheds employed and 
tho experience gained in tho war. 

This new development of the C.O.T. 
C. Is deserving of thc'enthuslastic sup- 
port of all undergraduates. The 
movement bids fair* to establishing 
McGill as a great centre of military 
instruction. The first lectures com- 
mencing with Artillery and Medical 
Services will be held on Friday, Jan. 
30tu, 5 p.m., Sir Arthur Ctirrio will 
be here on that date as the guest of 
the McGill graduates and undergra- 
duates who served overseas and If ho 
arrives lu the City In time he will 
attend the Opening lectures.

ON SIR WM. OSLER. 



Speaker Dealt With Life and 
Character Of Famous 
Graduate. 



With a large and interested audience 
last night, Prcf. Chfpman, in >his usual 
admirable and delightful manner out- 
lined the life and character of the late 
Sir William Osier, who, having passed 
away from our midst has left us here 
al M cGHI In bereavement at the loss of 
Its greatest graduate. 

Tho personality of Osier and his 
clinical acumen which has inspired the 
as! three generations of medical men, 
constituted the principal suihslanco of 
Dr. C'hlpm.m'.s dcUtfhtjful address. Here 
was .a man, whose world-wide reputa- 
tion and remarkable scientific attain- 
ments were but the manifestai Ions of a 
great scientist ami a greater lia,n — n. 
man whose name ahall be ftaaooHvtad 
with those of John Drown an<l Oliver 
Wendell Holmes In the glorious annails 
of medicine. 

Dr. Chipmun. after these Introduc- 
tory remarks, presented to the society 
a numlier of lantern views and photo- 
graphs illustrating some of the dhar- 
actcrlstlc poses of the great Canadian 
awl many of the salient landmarks of 
•his life, his ibirtlvpCace, this home, his 
family, end more recent photograph* of 
bis ill fc in England. 

Sir WiHln.m Osier was born in 1S49, 
at Tccumach, Ontario, and wait the non 
or tlho ltcv. AV. T. OsU-r, and ono of a 
large family of many distinguished 
members. His education hod been 
ciftfeclcl at Port 'Hope and Trinity Col- 
lege, Toronto, whire he studied during 
Ihe first year of his medloal course. 
However, later, he ca.mo to McC.ÛI and 
there obtained his .M.D. degree In 1S72. 
He subsequently studied abroad, re> 
turning in 1S7I to occupy the Important 
post of Lecturer In Physiology and 
Pathology here at MeOlll. At the same 
time lie was appointed llhystclan. to the 
iSnullpox Hospital, which was at -that 
time, a part of tho .present Montreal 
Oenerau Hospital. 

• Here at MoOill he laJbored wibh his 
characteristic energy «for ten years, In 
the study ot morbid anatomy, amassing 
an experience which laid the basis at 
•his groat clinical knowledge, working 
•steadily In the old post mortem shed. 
HJe method had 'been always to 'follow 
the clinical history of the patient into

In those o'd 
ya the coure of Anatomy waa ha-nlly 
arc .han a court» of lectures, with 
i.n opportunity for the alMdenl to dis- 
sect If ho ao dealred, but many were, 
alas, found In the pit of the adjacent 
Theatre Royal, rathîr than In enthusi- 
astic dissection. 

It was Dr. Wm. O. MacCallum who 
raid that no physician has . possessed 
such a wide and detailed knowledge of 
morbid anatomy. These ten years at 
McGill were great and Important yoara 
In Sir William's life, and great years, 
too, In the history of Mcdiolnc, for then 
Vlrchow and Lester were tu their 
zenith, and Koch an obscure country 
physician, soon to create the founda- 
tions of modern Bacteriology. 

In 1S84 he went to Philadelphia as 
1'roftssor of Medicine in the University 
of Pennsylvania, where he became in- 
tlmatcly v associated with such men as 
Weir Mitchell, Muaser and Keen. It 
was here that ho established hla reputa- 
tion as a clinician, the reputation which 
woe to render hla name paramount In 
the realm of Medicine. 

In 18S9 he was asked tu S o to Johns 
llopkln* Hospital at Baltimore, and 
there he worked with Ira Itomsen, Hel- 
med, Kelly nnd other great medical 
man. Soon he became known as a 
great and Inspiring teacher to the 
youthful nnd eager minds about blm. 
It was under Osier's guidance that Dr». 
Henry Lafleur and Counahnan pub- 
lished their treaUse on Amoebic Dysen- 
tery. 

Ail tola time. Osier wrote, read and 



worked steadily, painstakingly and 
energetically. He published his System 
of Medicine, which comprised in all 
some twenty volumes. His entire 
bibliography, coverln* a period of forty 
years of hla active Ufa," conalats alto- 
get her of 780 subjects, Including books 
and articles. 

Osier became known as' the man with 
e note book: indeed, his great precepts 
to all atudente <wera: "Qbeerve, record, 
tabulate, convirmnlonte, and use your 
five senses, live in the ward, do not 
waste daylight reading books, read up 
about all the eases you aea and then 
compare notes." 

In 1805 Sir William Osier was called 
by King Edward VII to the Chah- of 
Keglua Professor of Oxford, and thus 
from the highest post - in the United 
States he was drawn to tihe position 
only held by the greatest clinicians of 
Great Britain. Soon after his appoint» 
ment he was knighted, and later made 
baronet at the coronation of King 
George V. 

Hla personal charm made him every- 
where beloved. To young practitlonera 
he was a constant helpful friend. With 
blm there was an atmosphere of reality, 
for he knew the world well and yet was 
ever sympathetic and possessed of a 
soul-refTeehlng humor. He was never 
a bora Tet he lived a life that was 
marked by cleanliness and godliness— 
a blameleaa Ufa a life of high ideaile, a 
life of great action and little preaching. 

His literary etyle la characterised, «a 
all know, by the simplicity and clarity 
of the man himself. In all hla work 
there shone that ever present seqte of 
humor and that inspiring personality. 
Ills waa a Gospel of Industry and 
Energy. 

And now that great soul of him, that 
great ego, has paaeed Into the world of 
tho hereafter, but that ego lives on in 
his great life work and in the Inspira- 
tion that It meant to hia followers and 
successor*. 

Dr. Chlpman closed hla address, nnd

Not a few Canadian coup orations arid 
other employers hare recently insured 
the lives of their Wflrkars under the 
BToup insurance system. The plan 
promisee to result In improved indu», 
trial retortions and the amount of such 
insurance aeema likely to Increase. 
Heretofore, praeUoa'aV all such busi- 
ness has been cdaeed with insurance 
organisations in the United States. 
Several of the largest Canadian lnsur- 
a nee companies hare, .however, recently 
made arrangements to issue croup In- 
surance on the lives of employees, and 
an apparent technical difficulty In the 
Insuranee Act haa been overcome. 
These companies have filed their group 
rates with the Department of Insur- 
ance at Ottawa, have folly complied 
with the requirements of the Insurance 
Act. and now have authority to issue 
such policies. 

Aa "Canadian money, Canadian made, 
should atay in Canada for Canadian 
trade," so eraployera in the Dominion 
who contemplate providing insurance 
for their employees ehoufld give the 
preference to Canadian Insurance com- 
paniea. The latter emptoy Canadian 
•workers, make ' their investments for 
the most part In Canadian securities, 
and pay taxes in Canada. Moreover, 
the pollcy-hoWera are aa amply pro- 
tected under the rlgCroua Canadian in- 
surance laws aa they would be if this 
business were - placed In any oUhor 
ctntry in the 'world. 



The Ottawa Winter Fair, held last 
week, waa visited by a number of Mac- 
donald College students who are 
specializing In animal husbandry work. 
This fair la really a live stock show, 
and offers to the agricultural student 
many lessons In practical observations 
in live stock judging. During his col- 
lage course in animal husbandry the 
student generally receives a good 
grounding on the principles of Hvc 
stock judging, but hla (practices are 
more or iesa limited. Tho agricultural 
student realizes this and shows a readi- 
ness to improve his training by visiting 
fairs and stock shows. 

The show at Ottawa was prominent 
In horse exhibits, but also contained 
quite a variety of beef and dairy 
cattle, sheep, hogs, poultry, and a seed 
grain exhibit. 

The dairy classes offered little Judg- 
ing in the show ring, with the exception 
of a few young bull classes. In the 
Ayrshire class, tha junior bull calf ac- 
tion was of special Interest, the two 
'first places being taken by Experi- 
mental Farms, Ottawa, and R, K. iXeas, 
Hawick. Qua The chief interest in the 
dairy class was in connection with the 
three-day milking and butter fat teat 
for pure breda and grades in aeparate 
classes. In the pure breds a Holateln 
cow owned by A." E. Hulet, ^Norwich, 
Ont., 'won the contest.' It was of in- 
tereat to atudenta looking over these 
dairy animals In compairlng production 
with dairy type as Judged in a ahow 
ring. It was expressed by many, that 
If Judged in a ihew ring this first Hol- 
ateln would not be favored. There was 
one noticeable factor In this Holateln, 
however, and that was else. -Several 
good- milking Snorthorna, owned- "by -Ai 
MaxsLaren, Buckingham. Que., attracted 
a good deal of attention. Two bulls on 
show in this class weighed over 2,500 
pounds. 

The sheep and swine exhibits did not 
fcffont the students as much observa- 
tions' in judging as might be expected. 
The eihtblta were in the cellar of the 
founding, and no ring -judging wae 
led out. However, In . the aheep

The 
Shorthorn classes were the lorge.it in 
tho^tfroup of breeding stock, followed 
by Aberdeen Angus and Hereford 
breeds. ' In the steer classes, two ani- 
mate were o* special Interest, an Angus 
and .a. Shorthorn, both shown by H. B. 
Kennedy, Wmltsd, Toronfo.., Tfcçso 
animals ■ had been grand ohanuplone at 
the Guolph and Toronto shows. They 
had been purchased .by tho Canadian 
Government to ship to Franco and Bel- 
gium for exhibition punpones, 

The poulthy exhibit was really a 
show by litself, and occupied tho entire 
upper hall ot the s4ro\v bulldingB. The 
pfgeons, lurfceys and water fowl, num- 
exhtblt, which Included poultry, 
bered over 3,000." The .W.yandottes 
wore more numerous this year than 
ever before, and Mi. Drcvcnstadt, who 
judged them, stated that they repre- 
sented ono of the best exhibits he had 
ever Judged, either In Canada or the 
United Stuted. Other well filled classes 
were Plymouth Bocks and Leghorns. 
A laymg content, carried on during the 
week of the show, resulted in a tie be- 
tween a pen of iBhode le&nd Beds and. 
a pon of White Leghorns. 

Aa stated before, the real Interest in 
the ebotv was largely in the horse ex, 
hlbltfr As In provlous years, the 
Clydesdale /or draft classes were the 
largest, followed by Percherons and 
Belgians, The aged stallion, class of 
Clydesdales numbered thirteen, and 
from the ringsjde wastperhups the moot 
intetcstlns Judplng work to watoh. A 
two,year-old Clydesdale, owned by B. 
N>»« and Son, Howlck, vue., won the 
grand championship for stalUonn. The 
Percheron entries this year were larger 
than In previous years, due to the 
entries of La Fayctto Stook Farm 
breeders In the United States. Their 
eutrles won the majority of placlngs.ln 
the Percheron classes. All of the horse 
exhibits were of inleroat to the studorat 
at the ringside, and gave a good rfci 1 
of opportunity for some good «Observa-

The Junior class in Agriculture had 
the privilege of listening to a very '□- 
structlve and keenly contested debate 
last evening, when Matthews" and 
Bragg debated «.gains Butler and Wat- 
son, Keen Interest waa taken by ali, 
'because the subject was: "Rzablvcd, 
that It would be In the .Interjsts of 
Canadian Agriculture that more of our 
Agricultural graduates take p practical 
fnrming as a private enterprise." 

The affirmative held that in view at 
the fact that rural population iwas fail- 
Ins off and our agricultural production 
was not keeping pace with our growing 
population under the present system, 
that more of out Agricultural gradu- 
ates were needed as practical farmers. 
Tholr argument resolved Itself into 
"Better farming, better rural education 
and better rural organisation" whioh 
would result. At present, only elx per 
cent, of our Agricultural graduates aro 
taking practical farming. 

The negative had as th'eïr etrong 
points the new varieties of wheat, oats 
and corn which college mon hod pro- 
duced, using Marquis. O.A.C. 72 and 
Quebec Xo. 28 as examples. They also 
contended that our foreign markets ifor 
dairy 'beef, sheep and grain produots 
had been secured by our Departments 
of Agriculture, which are composed of 
Agricultural graduates. 

Mr. Jul), who awarded the decision 
to the affirmative, gave a detailed 
oriticlont of the «peakers.
